The Mob, who were increaſed to ſeveral thou- 
ſands, when Iſtept out of the Coach into Mr. 4——'s 
' Houſe, perceiving I was eſcaped out of their Hands, 

revenged themſelves. on the Windows, with many 
"Showers of Stones, ,which they poured in, even into 
the Rooms four Stories high. Mr. 4. walk'd 
i through them to the Mayor's Houſe, who gave him 
fair Words, but no Aſſiſtance; probably not know - 
ing, that himſelf (the Ma yor) might be compelled 
to make good all the Pamay e which ſhould be done. 

He then went in queſt of Conſtables, and brought 
two with him about nine o'Clock. With their Help 

he ſo thoroughly diſperſed the Mob, that no two of 

them were left together. But they rallied about 

Twelve, and gave one Charge more, with Oaths 

and Curſes, and Bricks and Stones. After this, all 

was calm, and I ſlept. ſound till near four i in the 


Morning.
